As  this  report  deals  with  local  public  health 
matters  under  Dr.  Markham's  administration,  I am 
indebted  in  its  compilation  to  Mr.  Armistead  the  Clerk, 
and  ilr.  Smithie  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
the  Council,  and  also  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the 
Nelson  Corporation  who  have  carried  out  certain  sanitary 
duties  at  Barrowford  during  the  year. 

The  report  is  considerably  abridged  in 
conformity  with  the  desire  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

In  conclusion  I am  certain  you  would  wish  me 
to  place  on  record  an  appreciation  of  the  services  of 
Dr.  Marldiam,  your  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the 
deep  regret  felt  by  all  who  knew  him,  at  his  passing.

The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Nelson  Coloration 
and  supervision  of  the  supply,  including  routine 
examination  and  analysis,  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Water  Engineer  of  Nelson. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  means  of  special  apparatus 
installed  at  the  reservoirs. 

Parras  and  adjoining  cottages  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
district  where  town's  supply  is  unavailable,  rely  on 
springs.  No  analysis  of  these  waters  has  been  made. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Supervision  of  drains,  sewers,  and  the  sev;age  disposal 
works  is  undertaken  by  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

No  alterations  or  additions  to  the  system  have  been 
made  during  the  year. 

The  disposal  works,  where  the  sewage  is  treated  by 
precipitation  and  biological  filtration  through 
percolating  filters,  are  owned  by  the  Local  Authority.

(a)  Statistics. 


There  h8.ve  been  no  new  houses  erected  during  the  year 
either  privately  or  with  state  assistance. 

(b)  Housing  conditions. 

In  General  there  has  been  no  change  from  the  previous 
year.  The  prevailing  form  of  defect  found  was  due  to 
lack  of  repairs  and  maintenance.  Informal  action 
resulted  in  the  ultimate  carrying  out  of  the  necessary 
work,  but  shortage  of  labour  and  material  rendered  it 
more  difficult  for  the  work  to  be  done  expeditiously. 

The  changed  conditions,  largely  due  to  the  war,  have

Milk  (Special  Designations  Orders,  1936  and  1938.) 

Licences  for  the  production  or  retail  of  specially 
designated  milk  are  issued  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  and  this  Authority  takes  periodic  samples  for 
exurnination  to  ascertain  if  the  standard  of  the  milk  is 
being  maintained. 

There  is  one  farmstead  in  the  area  at  which  tuberculin 
tested  certified  milk  is  produced,  and  there  are  others 
at  which  accredited  milk  is  produced.  At  the  majority 
of  the  farms  however  the  milk  is. of  the  non-designated 
variety. 

No  pasteurised  milk  is  produced  in  the  area. 
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Meat  and  other  Food. 

There  are  six  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  hut 
since  February  of  this  year  no  slaughtering  has  taken 
place  in  these  prenises,  local  slaughtering  being  now 
carried  out  at  the  Colne  abattoirs.

6.  Prevalence  and  control  of  Infectious  Disease. 

Hosp  it  al  ac coiijmo dat  ion. 

Barrowford  being  noM  a constituent  authority  of  the 
Burnley  Joint  Hospital  Boa.rd,  hospital  accommodation  is 
provided  by  the  latter. 

Only  one  case  has  been  removed  to  hospital  during  the 
year  - a suspected  case  of  dysentery  - but  the  diagnosis 
in  this  case  v/as  not  confirmed. 

Infectious  diseases  generally. 

Although  the  total  number  of  notifications  received 
during  the-  year  shows  an  increase  on  previous  years 
this  IS  accounted  for  by  the  recent  addition  of  measles 
and  v/hooping  cough  to  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases. 
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An  outstan3.ing  feature  is  the  freedom  from  notifications 
of  scarlet  fever,  this  "being  the  second  consecutive  year 
in  which  no  case  has  been  notified. 

During  the  year  28  notifications  were  received  comprising 
U cases  of  Erysipelas,  l^of  Pneumonia,  5 of  Measles, 

10  of  F/hooping -cough,  5 of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
3 of  Non-pulaonary  Tuberculosis.
